League Lays Plans For 


Reduction Of Armament! 


WILL PROPOSE LIMIT 


OF EUROPEAN ARMIES 


Genoa, April 12.—Prime Minister 
Lloyd George of Great Britain con- 
templates suggesting an agreement 
for limitation of land,armaments in 
Europe for a definite period, accord- 
ing to an unverified report, before 
the adjournment of the present in 
ternational economic conference. 
"The army holiday" it is thought 


will be pattcrened after 
the naval 


holiday completed at the Washing 
ton conference. 


Disarmament continues to be the 
most discussed question among the 
delegates here, although barred from 
formal consideration following the 
initial tilt from the French and Rus 
sian delegations when M. 
Chict 


cherin Soviet foreign minister en 
deavored to bring it before the con 
ference. 


The statement of Louis Barthou, 
head of the French delegation to 
the Associated Press yesterday' ex- 
plaining why France cannot discuss 
disarmament at Genoa will probably 
remain the basis of the French at- 
titude on this qsuestion despite the 
attempts of the Russian delegation 
or other national groups to raise the 
issue. 


"This is a purely economic con- 
ference," said the French leader last 
night, and "we have simply got to 
stick to pur agenda as America did 
at Washington; otherwise we shall 
get nowhere." 


Asked if France would be disposed 


to discuss disarmament at 
some 
later 
conference, M. Barthou re- 
plied: "If I \vanted to say the easy 
pleasant thing my answer would be 
yes, and yet what the real answer of 
France is. we don't know. 


"Don't forget that we have .before 
us a great army in Russia, and while 
Germany certainly is not a menace 
at present, we have a menace in the 
potentionally great German army of 
the future." 


M. Barthou emphasized that a dis- 
armament program is now under 
consideration by the League of Na- 
tions, -which he said it would doubt- 
less give it proper attention.

Details of the circulation of na- 
tional currency, coin, bank and gov- 
ernment notes for the three years 
preceding the European war are de- 
manded, with each country's "metal 
reserve, or its equivalent" and the 
changes in each class of issue re- 
sulting from the war.

names, places of veterans' enlist' 
ment, newspaper preferred and pres 
ent address which will enable it to 
go ahead with is work for the ex- 
service men who are receiving mettv 
cal treatment in hospitals and other 
institutions. 


Preliminary steps which the ex- 


service men's organization has al- 
ready taken to obtain this needed 
data shows that thousands of the 
wounded veterans receive practically 
no information of what is going on 
"back home."

MARRIAGE VOWS 


MADE RECIPROCAL 


New Tork, April 12.—Women in 
the United States are in nearly all 
respects the equals of men and. 
therefore, the promises and vows of 
the man and woman at marriage 
should be reciprocal. 
Such is the substance of a state- 
ment made by George Zabriskie, 
member of the commission on revi 
sion of the book of common prayer 
of the Episcopal church in explana- 
tion of some changes the commission 
will recommend to the general con- 
vention of the church in Portland, 
Oregon, next September. 
"In reviewing the marriage serv- 


ice, the commission considered," he 
said, "that the status of woman has 
greatly changed since the service was 
incorporated in the prayer book in 
1789 and has changd far more bine: 
the compilation of the mediaeva rite 
of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies from which it was derived." 


He declared that the duty of obed- 
ience now had been abrogated an<l 
that women enjoyed both in law an-1 
through social convention, privileges 
and Immunities which were e\cn 
denied to men. 
An so the commission, he said, had 


decided it ivas necessan that the ob 
solete part of the marriage, the prom 
ise of the woman to obey—be maili, 
to conform to the facts of life.

What to plant this month: tranu 


plant cabbage, beets, carrots, Swiss 
chard, Kohlrabi, lettuc-o, onion seed 
and Bets, panmlpH, radishes, spinach. 


Don't work heavy soils when wet; 


they are easily puddled and become 
cloudy. Press a small amount of the 
soil into a ball In one hand. 
If the 


ball of soil can be easily crumbled, 
it is right for working. 
Final preparation of the soil for 


seed should be made only on that part 
of the land where1 the seeds can be 
planted at once. It is well to keep 
the unplanted portion stirred up; this 
saves moisture. 
Depth of planting depends on soil, 


season and size of seed. Large seeds 
must go deeper than small 
ones; 
sandy soils require deeper seeding 
than clays; In dry seasons, you must 
plant deeper than in wet seasons. 


Thickness of planting depends on 


crop and soil. For any crop, thick- 
seeding; and thinning later is advis- 
able. Carrots and parsnips must al- 
ways be sown thickly, as much of 
the seed may not sprout. 
As soon as the seed is planted, fill 


in the furrow and firm the soil with 
the back of the hoe or rake. Trans- 
plant the short, stalky plants, and 
retain as much soil around the roots 
as possible. If it is hot, pour a cup 
of water around the roots as soon 
as the plant is set.

Arctic," is hurrying to get a ring-

reaJIs. 


From the vantage point he wants 
to Watch history's greatest interna- 
tional marathon across the top of 
the world in which 
the 
untold 


rictyes of th northland will reward 
the victor. 
Principals in the 
international 
race to the pole will be Roald 
Amundson, discoverer of the south 
pole, who'll represent Norway, and 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson 
who'll carry 
the flag of Great Britain. 


They'll start as soon as the ice 
breaks up—Amundsen from Seattle 
with a ship equipped with airplanes 
and radio, Stefanscson from Wran- 
gell Island with the old-fashioned 
equipment of dog-sleds. 
The two explorers tell the world 


they'll shut themselves off from 
civilization and risk their lives in 
Arctic ice-packs for the glory of dis- 
covery and scientific achievement. 
But "Wolf" Pedersen says there's 


more,., than that in the expedition.

of the allied line of battle in 1918, 16 
which the then maimed members o£ 
the A. E. F. were carried.

parts 
of the United 
States ex-soldiers, many of them 
with but one leg or one arm, all suf- 
fering from wounds In some part of 
their bodies, have come seeking bet- 
terment of their condition 
at 
the 


clinic which the Mayo brothers oper- 
ate here. Local authorities estimate 
that more than 8,000 ex-soldiers have 
visited this place in the past three 
years. 
Hundreds of them are still 


here and more arrive each day. 


Cases of suffering 
from 
causes 


other khan war wounds are brought 
to the attention of the American Le- 
llon and other patriotic organiza- 
tions daily. Many of those visiting 
Rochester In search of health arrive 
without funds, all their money hav- 
ing been spent in transit. To cart 
for these former saldiers and sailors 
was a task which the community 
was ill prepared to shoulder and the 
greater part of this necesary relief 
work has fallen on the American Le- 
gion and its affiliated organization, 
the legion auxiliary. 


During the three years that Roch- 


ester has been sought as a place 
•where all ills can be cured, the Le- 


gion has spent thousands of dollars 
in providing food and shelter for 
their comrades 
The two. Mayo 


brothers have given 
their 
profes- 
sional services gratis in many 
In- 


stances but In all have first re- 
quired that the cases bo passed on 
by the legion. 


In order that the expense and care 


of the ex-service men who visit Roch- 
ester in the future 
may 
be ably 


taken care of the 30,000 legion mem- 
bers in Minnesota plan the immed- 
iate erection of a 500 bed hospital 
here. 
The expense of building and 
maintenance of the hospital will be 
borne in full by funds which the le- 
gion posts of Minnesota are now col- 
lecting by entertainments and other 
means.
